INNOCENT, HE. SAYS 





Can’t Believe Brother-in-Law 
and Another Tried to 
“Fix” Talesmen.

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PITTSBURG, Jan. 15.—J. B. F. Rine- 
hart, former cashier and vice-president 
of the Farmers and Drovers’ National 
Bank of Waynesburg, Pa., which in- 
stitution failed more than two years 
ago for $2,000,000, was found guilty at 
noon today of wrecking the bank, and 
was immediate,y sentenced to 15 years 
in the penitentiary by United States 
Judge James 8S. Young. 

The jury found Ri@®hart guilty of 
all the 11 counts, charging him with 
making false reports to the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, and upon all of 
the 19 counts charging him with mak- 
ing false entries and with abstraction 
in transactions connected with the 
Greene County political campaign of 
1905. 

Rinehart was not present when the 
verdict was read, but entered a few 
minutes later. Judge Young then called 
Rinehart before him and imposed sen- 
tence, 


Banker Is in Tears 
Tears trickled down the cheeks of the 


dazéd banker and among the largest 


bwathering ever seen in a United States 


Court here there was a deathlike silence. 

Immediately after the verdict a num- 
ber of the jurors were instructed by the 
Court to confer with United States Dis- 


tion followed. 

This conference was for the purpose 
of procuring additional information con- 
cerning the alleged attempt to bribe a 
member of the jury for which two men, 
George Worley and James K. Smith, are 
in custedy. A third arrest is momen- 
tarily expected. 

District Attorney Dunkle refused to 

make public the name of the third man 
wanted. He said, however, the man was 
shadowed last night by secret service 
men and special agents of the Depart- 
ment of Justice sent here from Wash- 
ington. He intimates that the arrest 
will cause a sensation, owing to the 
man’s prominence. 
It is reported that'a private detective 
agency has been connected with the at- 
tempt to corrupt the jury. Several 
representatives of the agency have been 
rounded up in the corrtdors of the Fed- 
eral building by the secret service oper- 
atives and taken to the office of United 
States Commisioner Lindsey. It is said 
they are undergoing a severe cross- 
éxamination. 

Arrests Surprise Convicted Man. 

“The saddest moment of my life, 
which has not been uneventful, was 
this morning, when I learned of the 
arrest of my brother-in-law, George W. 
Worley, and my friend, James L. Smith, 
charged with jury tampering,” said 
Rinehart before the verdict was re- 
turned, 
‘“*Why,.- Worley is little more than a 
boy, an innocent boy, at that, who has 
seldom been out of Greene County, and 
is so quiet and reserved that he can 
scarcely talk to a stranger. It is im- 
possible for me to believe that such a 
boy would be guilty of the serious 
charge impending against him. Smith 
is an older man, has traveled exten- 
sively, has been a prominent figure in 
Waynesburg life and has never been 
actively identified with me or my inter- 
ests, 

“It is bard for me to believe that he 
would take upon himself so serious an 
act as to attempt to tamper with any 
of the members of the jury. In my 
opinion, it will be found at the hearing 
that a mistake was made. 

“The whole matter was an entire sur- 
prise to me, as I had hoped that the jury 
would acquit me on account of the man- 
ner in which I went on the stand last 
Tuesday and made a clean: breast of my 
connection with the affairs of the bank. 
I fear now that these arrests may dam- 
age my case, but in spite of that, I be- 
lieve that both Worley and Smith are 
innocent.’’

CHINESE MUS! 
STOP SHAVING TU 
HONOR EMPEROR 
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Mourning according to chart for the 
late Emperor has been ordered for all 
loyal Chinese through the medium of 
the Union, a newspaper printed ip 
Shanghai, recaived in St. Louis Friday. 

To be properly sorry because the Em- 
peror dted a Chinese must grow a beard. 
Shaving is forbidden for 100 days, No 
fancy vesta or red neckties are permit- 
ted for days. Mandarins, panjan- 
drums, hi-mucka-mucks and grand ba- 
jooks may not indulge in matrimony for 
100 days, nor common, ordinary citizens, 
merchants, laundrymen and coolies for 
30 days.” 

Constables, dogcatchers and subpena 
servers must wear a piece of white cloth 
around the left arm for 100 days. That 
is the royal mandate, and it has gone 
forth in the Chinese World, a San Fran- 
cisco newspaper, and the Chinese Re- 
form News of New York, both printed 
in characters that look like shorthand 
gone crazy. 

In St. Louis’ Chinatown no perceptible 
wailing and beating of tom-toms is 

If the Chinese are 
mourning they conceal their grief sto- 
ically. Every Chinaman in Hop Alley 
had a clean shave Friday, and théy all 
wore their lavender and pink socks.

December as salary for services as 
treasurer of the company. Testimony 
in that suit showed that the plant had 
been shut down. 


MANUFACTURING COMPANY IS 
PUT IN HANDS OF TRUSTEE 


Action Taken ‘to Protect Creditors 
of Kingsland-Kay-Cook 
Company. 

A chattel deed of trust, executed 
Jan. 7, was filed with the Recorder 
of Deeds Friday by the Kingsland- 
Kay-Cook Manufacturing Co., located 
on Mulianphy street, between Blev- 
enth and Twelfth streets, placing thé 
business in the hands of William F.

Mrs. «Moore, Federation Presi- 
dent, to See Why Feminine 
Organizations Languish. 


LEAVES CITY SATURDAY 








Daughter Is Going Along, Too, 


for the “Fun 
of It.” 





Mrs. .Philip N. Moore of St. Louis, 
president of the American Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, is going to the Isth- 
mus of Panama to straighten things 
out and put ginger into the women’s 
clubs of the Canal Zone. 

The President has exercised _ his 
strenuous influence there, and the 
coming President, William H. Taft, 
has lent weight to the movement to 
“start something” for the men and 
the general welfare. Now, Mrs. Moore 
is going to do the same thing for 
the American women exiled in Spig- 
goty land. 

Mrs. Moore’s visit is at the invita- 
tion of the Federation of Womens’ 
Clubs of the Isthmus. She will leave 
St. Louis Saturday, and sail from New 
York next Wednesday. 

“The wives, mothers and sisters of 
the men who are at work in the canal 
zone are in a peculiar position,” said 
Mrs. Moore. 

“They have been taken from their 
old homes and friends and amuse- 
ments to make a new life for their 
families in conditions totally dissim-~ 
ilar to those to which they have been 
accustomed. ( 
Women’s Discontent Affected Men. 

“At first, they had a dreadfully hard 
time and became homesick and dis- 
contented. Naturally® this had a bad 
effect on the men. Many a man has 
thrown up his billet in the tropics 
and returned because his ‘wife could 
not stand the solitude and lack of 
society in the new country. 

“The President early began to réat~ 
ize the necessity of making the women 
in Panama contented if he was to 
keep the right sort of men from de- 
serting. 

“The American Civic Federation took 
the matter in hand and sent Miss Ger- 
trude Beeks to Panama to learn the con- 
dition of the women there and suggest a 
means for the betterment of their lives. 
When she returned she suggested the 
establishment of women’s clubs as the 
best remedy for the lack of social life. 

“Miss Helen G. Boswell of New York 


i was then sent to the/zone to establish 


clubs and form a federation. This she 
did successfully and returned home. 
‘#But somehow this federation did not 
thrive. It lacked experienced heads to 
guide it, and finally it did me the honor 
te invite me to go there, learn what the 
trouble was and tell them, gut of my 
experience, what to do. I ‘shall meet 
the federation the first time at Anton on 
the Pacific side. 
Surroundings Now Sanitary. 

“Since the Americans have had pos- 
session of the canal zone health con- 
ditions have been much improved and 
this has lessened the troubles of the 
women very much. They now have 
sanitary houses and surroundings for 
their families. I know nothing of the 
social conditions or what the clubs are 
doing. I shall be better informed when I 
return. : 

“T shall be accompanted and assisted 
by Mrs. John G. Sherman of Chicago, 
second vice-president of the American 
Federation, and my daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth Moore, who goes along for 
the fun of it. While we are gone Mrs. 
J. E. Cowles of Los Angeles, Cal., first 
vice-president, will be in charge of the 
work of the federation in this country. 

“T shall probably be two weeks on the 
isthmus. The weather there now is 
dry and about like our August weather. 
We expect to be most comfortable.”

Going to John’ Thompson’s house, 
Breoks barricaded \the doer. Mrs. 
Thompson was in bed with her 8-weeks- 
old child. With her was a young wom- 
an who had been staying at the house. 
Brooks threatened to kill all three of 
them. The young woman caught up the 
child and ran from the, place. _ 

Butler Thompson's body was found 
in the road by Walter Whittington. He 
hastened to John Thompson’s home and 
was there confronted by Brooks with a 
gun. Whittington then went to the 
barn, where Mr. Thompson and ~ his 
father-in-law were working, and in- 
formed them of what had taken place. 

About. that time Brooxs came to’ the 
barn with his, gun and the men filed 
for their lives to the timbers. Brooks 
went back to the house and the men 
went to summon help. , 

When they . returned they found 
Brooks barricaded in the house. They 
later entered the building and found 
both Brooks and Mrs. Thompson dead. 
Brooks was lying across the form of 
Mrs. Thompson. There was evidence 
of a great’ struggle, bullet holes were 
in the bedstead and five shots had been 
fired into Mrs. Thompson’s body. 


Mother Dead, Arm Broken 
Mrs. Thompson's hands and elothing 


were powder burned and her right arm 
was broken. Brooks had shot himself 
one bullet 
passing through the heart. A 2-year-old 
child downstairs escaped. 

Little is known, as to the immediate 
cause of the tragedy. Brooks had been 
drinking when he met the Thompsons 
in the road. The Thompsons were 
about 30 years of age and Butler, aged 
2% and single, lived with ther. 

Brooks had been in the employ of J. 
T. Thompson for several years. He 
was a rough character and had figured 
in quarrels of a serious nature before. 

A few months ago he was concerned 
in a cutting scrape at Princeton. He 
was a man of about # years of age. 


}The Thompson boys were nephews of 


the Sheriff of Mercer County. Another 
uncle, Dr. J. T. Thompson, is hospital 
surgeon at St. Joseph.
